For that a man more then half blinde, maie 
perfectelie {ee and perceaue your fovvle 
plaie, for as muche as the verie felf {aide 
dovvgleishe, vvhom amonge other ye haue 
executed and ridd ovvte of the wvaye,hathe 
faide and fufficiétlic declared, for the Que- 
nes inmocencie, Naye, Naye parhapps 
you vvill faye, althovvghe our lettres, al- 
thowvghe our deaddWitneffes,and althovy- 
ghe our other matters faile vs,yet vve hope 
that the litle fainte mourninge she made 
for his deathe, the acquitall of the Erle, and 
her pretéfed mariage vvithe him vvill, helpe 
your caufe, and geue tcftimonie againft 
her, And why fo | praie you? Was not his 
bodie enbalmed, infleared, and enterred 
befide the Quenes father, the late kynge 
James, accompaned wvithe Iuftice clerke, 
the lorde of Traquare, and wvithe divers 
other gentlemen? The ceremonies in deade

the cotrarie. Yea ye areas litle able to ppue, 
that there hathe bene anie fuche cuftomarie 
folénitie obferued, of fo traight ad ftrange 
a mourainge, as ye moft feuerclie vvolde 
reftraine and binde the Quene vnro,as ye 
beable to prouetherefidevve of the pre- 
mifles. But in cafe ye coulde vvell iuftifie 
fome {uch vfuadl order,yet shall ye never be 
able to shevve,that yr dothe extende Ad ap- 
parteine to fuche kinde of Quenes, as she 
ys. For they mourne theire hufbands vvho 
were kings, her grace mourncthe after an o- 
ther forte:fhe a prince, ber hufbadea private 
msn and her fubiecte. They,asvvomé molt 
comimonlie do take theire honour ad cheif 

di-ni- 
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dignitic of theyre hufbands. Her hufbands 

encreafe of aduacemente came by hys mat- 

Liiberoris chinge with her. And further womé by the 
§. de bys civill lavve,are in diuers cafes difcharged & 
qui muta- excuted for theire omittinge therof, and 
turinf. for bearinge theire fo doinge. And yet did 
this good gentle ladie bemene, even fuche 
anotabletime, eniomge and vfinge none 

other then candle light,as was Knovven to 

all the nobilitic of Scotlande, and alfoto 

one maifter Henrye killigraue , Who Was 

fente thither by the Quene of Englands to 

her comforte, accordinge to the vfeand 

manner of Princes. Who hada longer time 

inthis lamentinge vvife continevved, had 

{he not bene moft crneftlie dehorted from 

her longer prolonginge therof, by the ve- 
hemente exhortations & perfvvafions of 

her counfaile, who vvere moucd therto by 

her phifitians informations: declaringe to 

them the greate and iminente dangers of 

her healthe & lyfe,yff{he did notin all fpeed 

breake vp and lcaue that kinde of clote & 

folitaric life,and repaire to fome good opé 

and holfome aire, vvhich fhe did beinge this 

aduifed and crneftlie therto folicited, by her 

{aide counfaile. All Whiche yet notvvith fta- 

dinge this her facte, ys vvithe theis mott {e- 

vere 
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vere and graue Cenfeurs taken for and re- 
puted as the veryc next finne of all, tothe 
moft greauoufe finne againftthe holie gho- 
fte.But 6 good pitifull men who for the ve- 
ric tender love, and finguler affectid which, 
you dit ever beare to the lorde Darley (the 
Whicke'trevvlie Was fo vehement that for 
your excedige hott & feruéte loue tovvards 
hym,ye ever fovvght hys harts bloudd ) do 
now {6 pittifullie bevvaile hym. But yf fhe 
had by reafon of the clofenes of the aire, & 
fomewhat longer cOtinewace in her mour- 
ninge place, andin her dumpithe defolate 
and dolefull eftate , accelerated her ovvne 
deathe vvithall, then had fhe by the Erle 
Murraics, and his adherents ghoftlie Iud- 
gements mourned likea good honett wif, 
and to theire beft contentation : Yt beinge 
the right vvaye and redieft meanes to haue 
conueied and browght the faide Erle to 
that place, Wher unto ke fo longe and fo 
gredelic afpired to,and the vviche novveat 
the lengthe he hathe atchiued and attained 
vnto.As for the refidevve of theire faiengs, 
yfthere beanie faut in the Quene, yt fuer- 
lie fallethe doble and treble vpon theis 
Achitophells. And the good innocente 

ladie, 
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Jadie, Who hathe bene fovvretchedlie and 
fo vnvvosthelie by them abufed, and cir- 
cumuented, ys moreto be pittied, thento 
be blamed. The Erle Bothvvel was acqui- 
ted by his peeres,accordinge to the comon 
and ordinarie trade and maniere in fuche 
cafes vfuallie obferued. Theis vnnaturall 
and difloiall fubiects, theis moft shamefull 
craftie colluders her aduerfariers and accu- 
fers ,1 meane the Erle Morton, the lorde 
Simple, the lorde Lindzaye, vvithe theire 
adherents and afhinitie e{peciall, procured, 
and wvithe all diligence labored his purga- 
tion and acquitall, wiche was afterwarde 
confirmed by the three eftates by acte of 
parliament. Theis, theis I faie,wherof fome 
arenowethe vehemenrand hott fault fin- 
ders,and mofte earnefte reprouers and bla- 
mers of the (aide pretended mariage, were 
then the principall inuentours , practizers, 
perfwaders , and compaflers of the fame. 
They procured a greate parte of the nobi- 
litic , to folicite the Quene to cowple her 
{elfe i mariage withe the {aide Erle, as with 
aman moft fitt, apte, and mete forher pre- 
fente eftate and cafe. Firlte alleadginge the 
The con- dageroufe worlde, ad ofte inculcatinge into 
Jideration her minde and remembrance, the prefente

loufe time and dealings of men, wiche the mouin ey 
better ro prevent, and more {uerlie to with or rather 
ftande, by theire counfaile and plwadings forcige the 
enduced her, and by other theire crafiie Q.to thys 
doings,as yt were,enforced ad conftrained pretenfed 
hertotakea hufbande, to be her comfor- 
ter, ber affifteur,her buckeler,ad her shilde, 
to defende her againfte allher whatfoeuer 
aduerfyies and aduerfaries. Y£ she woulde 
becontented fotodo, they promifed him 
feruice,and to theQuene loyall obedience. 
Yea manie of them bowndthem {elues to 
the faide erle,by theire owne hande writin- 
ge,to aflifte,mainreine,and defende him a- 
gainftall men, that wolde then after chale 
lége or purlewe him,as gwiltie of the (aide 
crime. The wiche theire doings ,the Quene 
confideringeand fearinge dangers iminér, 
and withall callinge to minde the fondrie 
and diucrs vprores and feditions, alredie 
made againft her, the wretched and moft 
cruell murther of her Secretorie in her 
owne prefence,the late ftrange and mifera- 
ble murther of her hufbande, the diftreflc, 
the difcomforte, and defolation wherein 
she was prefentlie bewrapped, the Erles 
activitic in martiall feates, andthe good ad 
faithfull feruice done by him to her mo- 
ther 


martage, 
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ther,and to her felf fearinge fome newe 
ad freshe fturre ad calamitie,yf she shoulde 
refufe her nobilities requeftes ( thowghe 
verie circum {pecte and naturallie prudente 
in all her other doings )yet neuer theleflea 
woman, ad elpeciallie neuer to that howre, 
ons admonifshed either openlie or priuate- 
lie after the Erles acquitall, that he was 
gwiltie ofthe faide facte, nor fufpectinge 
any thinge therof, yeldeg to that, to the 
wiche theis craftie colludinge feditioufe 
heads, and the verie neceflitie of the time, 
(as yt then to her feamed ) didin a manner 
enforce her. Lett them nowe Jaye on lode, 
lett them nowe rage and raue againft this 
acquitall and mariage : Lett them lie,to 
theire owne fhame, vp6 theire owne deut- 
fes,and doings, thereby to defame theire 
Quene.Lettthem lic that the Erle of Hunt- 
ley was reftored to his fathers patrimonie, 
to procure his fifters cdfente to the deuor- 
fe betwene theErle ard her,whiche reftitu- 
tion was made,butnot for that confidera- 
tion, but bicaufe the Quene thowvghr in 
her cfcience, his father vvrongfullie con~ 
demned. Lett them crie owte vpon the Erle 
Bothvwvell forthar the fenrence of diuorfe 
vvas promulged partelie by force, partelie 
vvith- 
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withoure the iuftc and vfuall order of the 
lavve, and vvithoure {ufficiente prout. Lete 
them crie ovvte vppon him for his violente 
takinge and deteininge the Quene, Yeryt 
they cannot precifclie proue the Quenes 
cofente to anic of his vnlawfull acts,as they 
fhall meer do:then can they not gett or ga- 
ther any iufte occafié(whiche ys the thinge 
they onlie feake for)to fufpecte the Quene 
ofthis greauous acte. On the other fide yt 
ys vvell knovven and eafelie to be proued, 
that this faction, did chefelic procure,as we 
haue fayde,afvvell the acquitall , as che fup- 
pofed mariage, ad therefore by likelihodd 
was priuie of all other confequente deuifes 
and practifes. Wherefore they do nothinge 
but blovve ovvte, and blafe to the wvorlde, 
Withe thcire ow ne fovvle filthie mowthes, 
theire owne fhame. And do fare likea man, 
that dothe thrufte a fyvorde throvvghe 
bothe his ovvne fides, to prickea litle, and 
raife but the ovvtevvarde skynne onelye 
of his enemy. Ye maye novwve vvell par- 
ceaue(gentle readcr)that hitherto they haue 
produced litle matter of creditt againt 
theire Quene , and yet as yt appearethe, 
verrie good matter againft them felucs, 


and for theire ovvne difcreditt. Novve 
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amaye ye therefore eafelie conieture, and 
by theis theire cheif and principal] matters 
and grovvnds, eafelie peiceaue, vvhatac- 
compte ysto be made of all the refideyve 
of theire levyde flaunders , and vvhat {mall 
force and ftrenghe, all theire yvhole {ay- 
engs do beare. They {ee yt,they fee yt vvel- 
inovvghe them {elues, good reader,vvher- 
by they vvell perceaue, and fullye vnder- 
ftande, that they alrogether are vnable to 
beare ovvte and maintcine by reafon, lufti- 
ce, or lavve,theis theire ovvtragioufe and 
{editioufe procedings. And therefore they 
{ert vpon them the beft colour and counte- 
nance they can, Wherein you shall novve 
heare,what they did alleadge beinge in En- 
glande for them felues. They faye thatne 
man can charge them, or the refidevve of 
theire nobiliré,that they have gone as much 
as one onlic fteppe, fr the office and dew-

the owtragioufe enormities alredie cOmit- 
ted,ad to preuére the greate dangers immi- 
nente to the pfons ot theire Quene,ad her 
deare fonne, to theire nobilitie, and rothe 
whole flare of theire vveale publike. And 
that yt was no fall harts grefe to them, to 
heare yvhat yilainie all natios thowght and 


open. 
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openlie fpeake of them, for fufferinge fuch 


a tragicall matter to efcape vnpunifshed, 
vvhiche thinge engendrethe of vs ((aie they) 
amonge ftrangers , adall forren nations an 
ylland finifter opinion of fome comen co- 
fente therto made by our vvhol nobylitié. 
Yea t6 (ee alfo the verie executor therof 
hyin felf, by violéte force,to teake,deteine, 
and kepe his & theire Souereigne,ad withe 
marienge vvith her to diftaine her honour. 
wee to fett her maieftie at fredome 
owte ofhis bédage,to preferue her honour, 
and the pfon of her fonne, and by dewe pu- 
nifshemér of fuch a malefactour,to recoucr 
theire good name and eftimation, vvith the 
relte and quietnes of theire cuntreye: When 
they had but in vaine attempted afwel all o- 
ther meanes, as by the offeringe to the Erle 
fingulier battaile, they were driué to gather 
force,to refilt them, Who came to the felde 
again{t them withea ftronge armic: But he 
refufinge either to wage fingulier batraile, 
whiche vvas then offered to him, or to 
ioyne in battaile vvith theire campe, ef 
caped by flight. The Quenein the meane 
vvhile rendred her felf into the nobili- 
ties handsthere aflembled, and by them 


vvas conuayed to Edenborovvghe : But 
c ij after- 
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afterwarde they Were of verye neceflitie 
compelled to equefter her, vntill {uche ti- 
me,as {ome remedie might be fownde for 
theis matters,into Lochleven, where the ha- 
vinge nowe advifed withe her felf,and ful- 
lie perceaved her ovvne difabilitie to fuftai- 
ne theweight of fo greate arome,freelie & 
voluntarelie by theire {ainge,gaue over the 
crowne to her fonne:appointinge the Erle 
Murraie,beinge atthartime owte of the re- 
alme,to be regente therof , duringe her 
fonnes minoritie. The Erle Bothwell not 
longe after,beinge by them purlued fledd 
the realme , to efcape theire hands. Now 
this faid refignatio, by the Quene ons made 
to her fonne, he was forthvvithe by them 
folemlie crowned,and he as kinge,the Erle 
Murraie as regent obcied , and the ftate of 
bothe theis regiméts,was by aéte of parlia- 
meote eftablifhed. Wher vpon quietnes be- 
g2nero encrea(e,ar.diuftice more ad more 
dailic to take place. Whiche yet fome pfons 
(faie they) muche enuienge at,to the dy ftur- 
bance ofthe fame,and ofthe kinge hys au- 
thoritic,firft pradtifed, cStrarie to the faide 
theire A&e of parlement,the Quenes deli- 
urance oute of Lochleven,aud then fhewed 
them {clues in armes,But as theire attépre, 

faic 
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faie theye, was vnlawfull,fo the victorie fell 
again{t them,on owrs the righteoutle fide, 
Whereby god hym felf feamethe to haue 
geuen fentéce for the equitie of our whole 
caufe againft our aduerfaries. Theis are the 
principall allegations,theis good men haue 
propoted, for the iuftification of theire pro- 
cedings againft che Quene,before the moft 
excellét and mightie Princefle Elizabethe 
Quene of Englande.Finallie, they fare that 
the mofte parte of them felues,are for par- 
ticuler benefitts priuatelie fo muche behol- 
dinge to theire faide Quene,that anombet 
of thé coulde be contented, and vwvell wil- 
linge, yfthey might pr¢feruc Scotlande in 
the {tate ofakingedome, preferuinge alfo 
the profeflion of trewe religion , withe the 
kings perfon,& the whole {tate from dan- 
ger,to liue Willingliein pexpetuall exile & 
banifhemente.God be thancked, that after 
that theis feditioufe & trayteroufe fubiedts, 
haue bene fo ftovvre and ftorminge in the 
reconinge vpp and accumulatinge of faults 
& offenfes, of theire innocére maiftrefle & 
Quene, they are yet atthe lengthe forced 
to anfwere forthem felues, and for theire 
exceffiue outragioufe rebellioufe doings: 
Theire gaie glorioufe glitteringe excules, 

c Ny maie 
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maye phapps at the firfte thewe, feameto 
fome of the Readers, to have aiolie face of 
muche probabilité,greate trewthe,and fer- 
uente zeale to the Weale publike. But maie 
yt pleafe them advyfedlie and deapelieto 
ponderand Weyghe, afwellwhat we have 
faide , as what wve further (hall aie, in up- 
plemente of full anfwere,andthen to iudge 
and deme of the matter, none otherwife 
then reafon,equitie,& lawe do craue. They 
fhall ac lengthe finde owie, and throwghlie 
perceaueand knowe, theis mens dealings 
and doings, Whoas yet cover theire fowvle 
filthie lienge,deteftable practizes, and trai- 
terou(c enormities,withe {uchea vifarde of 
counterfeite falfe fained holines,and {uche 
excedinge greate fhewe of zeale to the 
Quenes honour, in punifhinge off malefa- 
Cours,and to the preferuatid of the {tate of 
the realme,as thowghce all the worlde vvol- 
de fall, and goe torewen , yfyt were not 
vpholden & vnderpropped by the ftrégthe 
ofthcire fhowlders. Theie thall (ee bovve 
they will appere in theire owne naturall li- 
kenes,fo ovvgelic, thatall good harts wvill 
veterlie deteft them, and thincxe them 
moftwvorthie for example faxe, to allrhe

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We affirme then firft thatas they have pro- 
duced nothinge in the vvorlde tovvchinge 
the principal] points: As of the lorde Dar- 
leies:deathe,the acquitall of the Erle Both- 
vvell, and the Quenes mariage with bim, 
iuftlic to charge her vvithall: Soare theie 
them felnes, alvvell for the fatde acquitall

And yet as 
voluntarie as ye'make yt:Free and volunta- 
ric ye{ hall no more make yr, then ye shal- 
be able to prove,that the coples good will 
was alienated from her, as ye {urmife, For 
the procuringewerof,ye have by your craf- 
tie flaunderoufe leafings and wretched 
pices » done all the endevour, y our ma- 
icioufe and fpitefull braines coulde inven- 

te and fearche oute, But fuerlie your doings 
have bene fo gratioufe, tharyf she had be- 
ne 
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ne fo gratioule that yf she had bene dead- 
elie hated before, they might haue procu- 
red and gotten heravvonderfull loue and 
fauour of the people againe. And wvhereas 
she vvas(eauen as she well deferued) mofte 
entietlie and tenderlie beloued before, 
hovve ye haue by theis your fo tragicall 
and tirannicall procedings, purchafled to 
her fuchg an augmentation and encrafe of 
the fame(e(peciallie vvhen thar the people

And 
thus beholdetheis hable obediente, & lo- 
vinge fubiedts,have purchafed ad procured 
acommiffion longe before hande,the like 
wherof,as I {uppofe, was neverithe vvorld 
harde of afore, in any vvbatfoeuer rude 
favage, ad barbaroufe natio or contreye, to 
flaie,kyll,and murther theire ovvne Sove- 
reigne Quene,& a mofte innocente Ladie, 
at theire ovvne vvills and pleafure. The 
wvhiche theire {aide commiflion, they had 
in this wvife executed longe ere this, as yt

Shal 
thers vngratefull rraytours then, thar inftlie 

neither can be iudge nor accuter, nor as 

muche as vvitnes againft there fonercigne, 

and to them a moft gratioufe Quene, by 

anye reafon orlavve, playg them felues all 

the three parts i the tragedic? For they haue 

in all theis theire vvor‘hipfull proceadings 

againft her, made tuche a horche potche, 

{uche a mingle mangte,fuchea confufeand 
difordered chaosagaintt iuftice and nature, 

that they them (elues vvere the accufers, 

they them {clues the vvitnefle, they them 
{clues 
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felues the Iudges and examiners of her 
caufe. Ys there anie honeft meaninge and 
gentle natured harte, that can ons pacient- 
lie abide and {fuffer to heare theys theire 
tauntinge and inrollerable owterasioule 
inueings and accufations, e(peciallie of the 
Erle Murrayeand Morton,the Capitaines, 
BO es ,and cheif practitioners the- 
ro, again{t her, to Whome they are molt 
deapelie bownde, afwel for highe prefer- 
mente vndelerued,as for divers pardons of 
deathe, by manifolde treaf6s wortheliede- 
ferued ? To whome the one of them ysb 
nature ad bloude(albe yr bafe)as a brother 
entierlic conioined.

Aud whether thys facte of hers, fuppofinge 
the 
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fhe were therein gvviltie,de(ervethe in her 
beinge a Prince,& confideringe hovve hei- 
nowlelie the lorde Datlie had offended her 
and the crovvne of Scotlande,fuche extrea- 
ime punifhemente to be levied vpon her for 
one fiinple murther, eipeciallie by them 
that committed that fhamefull murther ypon 
her fecretoric,that hathe cOmirted fo ma- 
nie trea(gns,and dailiedo comiut fo many 
horrible murthers,vpon the Quenes trewe 
lovinge {ubiects. Howe manie, and hovv 
crewell and cerrible deathes , {uche trai- 
tours deferve? We haue moreover to de- 
maunde of them,whereas they pretendea 
merueloufe anda finguler zeale to religion 
and holie fcripture,ad to meafure all theire 
doings precilelie by {cripture and order 
therof,vvhat fuflicient vvarrante they haue 
therein, by theire private aucthoritie,co fete 
violente hands vpon theire annointed Prin 
ce?l finde there thar kinge Dauid vvas bo- 
thean adoultertr’jandalfoa murtherer,I 
finde that God vwvas highelie difpleafed 
with hym therefore.

And 
therefore to be reuoked, repealed, and an- 
nulled. We faye, that the comon tule of 
the lawe'ought heare to take place. Spolrs- 
tus ante omnia reftituendus eft , volefle that 
where all lawes alvvell Gods as mans-lavve 
do fauour and preferre Princes caufes,with 
finguler priuileges 4d prerogariues,ye haue 
novve e(pied ovvtea nevwve lavve, Whereby 
princes (hall haue and emoye letle denchits 
nd praiminences in theire ovvne defence, 
ae, other priuate perfons. We faye thar for 
theisand manye other good and necellarie 
confiderations,all ys voide that ye haue bu- 
fied yout felues abovvre. We faye thar ail 
your doings ovvght to be remoucd reust- 
fed and clearelie annulled,and the Quine 
wrogfullie by you difplaced,to ber {tored 
to her feate id Potmer dignitie ad honour. 
Then lett the whole matter be, yfthere be 
iufte caufe before competente and mete 
iudges to fitt vpp6 a Prince, juftelie arid or- 
derlie hearde and determined. For as for 
you,e(peciallie the Erle Mutraye and Mor

The trade of alihis cujers but 
former lif, vvill muche {taine 4d prefle him, e/pecrsllye 
yf vve do vyell vveyghe and marke the agai/? the 
vveyghtie prefumptions ,thatbe evidente Erle Mur-_, 
and plaine againft him. vvill make my be- raye. 
gininge vvithe the greate and ynnaturall 
vnxindenes ad ingratitude, by him fhewed 
to his deare fifter, and his louinge 4d mofte 
bountefull maiftrefle and Soucreigne. At 
whartime fhe mjded, after the deathe of her 
firfte hufbade the Frenche kinge to repaire rhe create 
into her ovvne realme of Scorlade, fhe {ent benefites 
forthwithe for him into France, ad vied his employed 
aduife ad counfailein all her affaires, eauen by she Que 
as the did alfo after her retorne into Scot- ne vppon 
lande,So farre, that fhe had, butasytvvere the fayde 
the name and callinge, he bearinge theve- Erle,

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rye fwaie of the regimente, by her intitu- 

led to,and honored and adorned vvith the 
erledome of murraiz,and at lengthe by one 

meanes or other furnifhed with fo greate 

and ample pofleilions, that befide other c6- 

moditics and aduauntages,the yearelie rére 
therofpaflethe and furmonche the fome 
atiwvéie & fixe thovvfande powvuds after

the thancktulnes of bys good and gratefull 
nature.He labored & endevored all thar he

the Quene hys Maiftrefle. Where vpon he 
vvas driven to flie into Englade. At whiche 
hys there abode,he inftantlie folicited and 
befowghrthe Quene of Englande, for aide 
againtt his Souereigne, Whiche fhe worthe- 
lic denied hym.Then begane he to practife 
with the Erle Morton by hys lettres and 
meflégers,abowte the deteftableflavvghter 
of Dauidthe Quenes Secretarie. Who by 
theire mifchevoute fleights and craftie per- 
{wafions , enduced the lorde Darley, pro-~ 
mifinge hym to remove the Quene from 
the medlynge wvith all politike affaires and 
actuallie to putt hym in pofleffion of the 
crowne,and of the rule and gowernemente 
of the Whole'realme:to ioigne vvithe them His coppi- 
in this traiteroufe confpiracie, againft the raciewith 
Quene, hys moft deare and lovinge vvite, them that 
and moft dreade Sovereigne.

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A chay- bellye, fhe beynge then greate whith chyl- 
ge pify- de,and then removed from her pryvie cha- 
tt fetto berinto an other , where fhe was kepteas 
the Ques ptifoner. The yonge vnexpette and rafhe 
befie. L. Darley, wo beynge blynded whith out- 
ragyoufe ambition , coulde not forfee the 
deavelyfhe dryfte , of theys craftie mar- 
chaunts: beganc novve, butalmofte to late 
to efpie yt,and feynge hym felfas nyghe to 
danger, as was hys vvytethe Quene,repay- 
red to her, moft humblie afkinge her par- 
don ofhys heinoufe amépte . And pyryful- 
lie crienge ovvte to ber,to provide and fyn- 
de owte fome prefente waye to preferve 
them felves bothe. Who by the Quenes po- 
lytike indoftric , Was privelie whithe her 
{elf conveyed avvaye ovvte of the rebells 
daunger, Andby hymthys wycked dryft, 
andthe drivers and contrivers therof vvere 
difcovered to the Quene. Bur lo, the next 
daye after thys flavvghter .the Erle Mur- 
raye, entredin to Scotlande, and repaired 
to the Quene whith as faire a countenace, 
as thovvghe he had bene cleare, afvvell for 
that facte,as forall otber treafons.

puttin execution. Whar,paradventure fome 
nan wyll faye,ofall the nen in the worlde, 
the Erle Martaye ys faithefte of , from all 
manner of {pott and finilter {upition tow- 
chinge this matter: forbevvas not at the 
cource vvhen this murtber vvas commit- 
ted: And vvhen the Quenes grace wvas ap- 
ptebended, he vvas ovvte of Scotlande. 
And vvko did drnue ovyte of Scotlande the 
Erle Bothvvell,but the Erle Murraye? Who 
ys he that bathe taken fo muche paines and 
travaile to bovvlt and finde ovvteand exe- 
cute fi he as vvere culpable therein, but 
the Erle Murraye? In deade for his bode’.¢ 
prefence, at the deade doinge , I vvill no- 
thinge affirme, he mufte yelde the price 
therof to his haftie companion the Erle 
Bothevvell.He mufte be contended for his 
fhare, vvithe the preeminéce and preroga- 
tive of his {peciall deadle feade tovvarde 
the lorde Darley, ad prepofteroufe pregnare 
policie and wvitt,fo clofelie,ad fo {mothclie 
to conueye and cépaffe yr: And beare owte 
vwvithe fo greate countenance fo heinoufea 
facte,ad 10 revvarde him (elf for his paines 
taken therein, vvith the extrufion of his 
maiftrefle and Quene, ad intrufion ofhim 
{elf 
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felf, thoughe abfente,to the regimente and 
gouernemétr of the whole realme. This,this 
I faye maye fufficientlie ferue him, for the 
aduancement of his commendation and 
prayfe, and for the fignification of his fine 
olitixe heade and inuention:1 meane,for 
that before his departure owte of Scotlade 
into France vvithe his machiuells practi- 
zes, he had fo conningelie contrived the 
vvole matter vvithe his faction, that they 
fhoulde procure not onlie the Erle Both- 
vvell to be acquited of che murthez, bat for 
his good feruice to be revvarded , with the 
Quenes efpovvlalls,entendinge by this mi- 
{cheuvufe policie, the viter vndoige and 
overthrovve, afvvell of hin the Ede Bo- 
thvvell , as of the Quene her telf alfo. 
There never lacked good vvill in them, 
as yt vvell appearethe, by theire vngraci- 
oufe doings ,to have longe before ouer~ 
throvvne theire {aide maiftrefle, but there 
ever lacked apparente matter, to blinde 
mens cyes vvithall , and to make her 
odivufe vvith the people. Novve theis 
vvilie men vvel knevve, that yf they 
might ones compafle and bringe this 
mariage thus to pafle vvithe the Earle, 


Whom they intended , then as fafte to 
blafe 
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blafe abrode forthe murther by thé comit- 
ted, as they did {uppreffe the fame before, 
from theire good ladie and Quene: vntill 
they had brovvght her to the baite, yrvvol- 
de feame veric probable, not onlicinthe 
eies and iudgement of the rude and comon 
people,but alfo of manie fage, graue , vvife 
and lcarned men that fhe vvas priuie of her 
hufbands deathe. Wherby they might pre- 
tende one execrableacte againfte he that 
all men wolde detefte and abhorre, to co- 
Queme. jour & cloketheire rebellioute trecheries. 
Lucifer him felfcoulde not haue ferched a 
finer,and a more mif{.hevoufe and deaveli- 

fhe fetche,then herein theis mé haue done. 

As for the Erle Murraic his abfence, yt do- 

the nothinge releave or excufe him, Yeayt 

ys fingulerlie to be noted and marxed, that 

his veric iourneies,lacke nattheire fine fet 

The vvor- ches to {erue his turne. Throwghe his firft 
inges of jorneie into France he Wape and purchafed 
the Erle the higheloue and fauour ofhis benigne 
Murraiet Maiftrefle. He retornethe ovvte of En- 
the time ofglande at the verie pointe feruinge tvyo 
his abfece. turnes at ons » by the one therofto circum- 
uent his good innocence ladie, thincxinge 

to maxc her beleaue, by reafon of his ie 
fence , that he vvas farre from the focietie 

of 
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of that confpiracie:by thother to affiftethe 
better vvith his prefence the confedérates, 
and fodenlie to ioyne vvith them ashe did. 
I graunte thathe vvas abfente bodelic, at 
the facte doinge, bur yet nothinge vvas 
done,the yvhiche vyas not by his couafaile 
or agrement concluded. The vvhiche his 
deuile yvas fo horrible, that yt caufed the 
murther of his Soucreignes Secretorie,her 
imprif6nmente by her owne hufbade,that 
the Quene beinge greate withe childe, was 
putin fuchea feare, as might haue tended 
tothe prefent daunger of her lief, and of 
her childe. Yea the vere {cope of this deaue- 
lithe drifte was,eauen to haue ouerthrowne 
him alfo vvhome they made theire vnhap- 
pie and vnluckie inftrumente to oucr-- 
throvve and depofe his ovvne louinge 
vvife, and mofte dreade Soucreigne. 
Theis mifteres full fluffed vvith fuche mi 
cheuoufe purpofes, lo, vvrought this Erle, 
in the time of hifauitside. Nowve yt ysto 
be confidered,that abowvte fixtene howres 
before the lorde Darley vvas flaine; the 
betterto coulourthe matter , he departed 
from the courte. Abovytetwo monethes 
after hetoke his iorneye into France, lea- 
uinge the Erle Bothevvell, as his mofte en- 
tire 
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tire and truftie frende, recommendinge all 
his caufes and affaires to hym before all o- 
ther. Arhys feconde retorne from Frace,he 
intrudethe by m felf into the Scepter royall 
vnder the name and fhadowe of the yonge 
Prince. The whiche thinge vvas fo image- 
ned, invented , and deuifed lage ere that he 
departed,and in hys abfence,by bys trultye 
frends remaininge in Scotlade, according- 
lie accomplithed and executed. The Quene 
vvas aftervvarde apprehéded and cafte into 
prifon at Lochleven . Where hys mother & 
brother dvvellethe. Vato the whiche For- 
trefle fhe fhoulde haue bene fente,as we 
haue faide,at the firft co(piracie of the {aide 
Erle Murraye, yf theire malicioufe minde 
and intente, had not bene difapointed by 
the pronidence of god. Novve what ferche, 
when and after vvhat forte yt vvas made 
for the (aide Erle Bothvvell,vve have alre- 
die declared. ¥ Fy¢ alleage farther and faye, 
that no man can tome bat that the faide 
Erle murraie made allo loge,diligéte,& nar- 
rowe fearche for the murtherets, and did 
feverclic punifhethem. To this vve replie 
ad faie,that heneaded not to travaile muche 
or farre for the findige oute of chis matter. 
For he mowght at alltimes have fovynde 
the heades of the con{piratours vpon the 
Erle 
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Erle Mortés & his ovvne (hulders,vvefaie rh Erles 
farther,that as ytysa ftrage,ad anewe kide Murraie 
of deuotié in the Eile Murraye fo to quar- © morto 
rell for lacke of folénitic, at the buryall of the heads 
him, for whole {aide buriall,be Jonged and of the cone 
loked for fo lige: So we faie likewile, that (Pisce 4 
yt feamethe Wondertull to love him fo té. gain/t the 
detlie beinge deceafed and deade, Wh6 he Lorde Dar 
fo deapjie hated livirye. And to {eaxe fo ley. 
feriouflie and (evereli¢ to punifhe the mur- 
therers ofhym,whd he wolde {o ofte bane 
murthered hym (elf. This geare feameths 
to vs poore fimple and flender witted men 
vnlikelie,incredible,and half repugnite co 
nature: And what (oever the caufe be,we be 
of that minde,that yt ys notlike, to pcede 
of anye feruente zeale or greate affedtid he 
bearethe to the partie,or to the executid of 
Fuftice. Ye are,good reader, deficroule pate 
aduéture ro learne, what other caufe there 
might be, of fo ftrage dealinge? Well as {tri- 

eas yc ys, welatke-wst examples of the 

ike craftie and (ubrile policie, afwell in 
holie (cripture, & in the monuméts of anti- 
quitie of other cétrees,as of Englade,& eF 
pecialie Scotlade ye felfe, Wy fade thenin 
holie (cripture,thar there was one Onias at 
Hierufalem the hizh prieft, a man of fingu- 
lier vertue and perfection, and one that

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marucloufely tendred God his honour and 
the honour ad welth of his countrie, There 
vvas alfo at the fame time one Sim6 a verie 
eaucll difpofed ad vwvicked creature , which 
weat abowr certaine naughtie and wicked 


bh gaee. deui(es. But feinge that he cold not achiue 
v4. “his mifcheuous purpofe, by rea{6 this blef- 


{ed man Onias ftayed, {topped ad puented 
him, he practifeth this vvicxed deuifc, he 
caufeth kinge Seleucus to be informed of 
the greate and ineftimable treafure rema- 
ninge and repofed in the temple at Hieru- 
falem,vvhere yppon the kinge fent Helio- 
dorus to fetch awaye by force the {aid trea- 
{ure. But aftervvarde vvhen this purpofe 
chaunced ro be fruftrated ad voide, by rea- 
fon that this Heliodorus beinge vvonder- 
fullic plaged of God wvas céftrained to for- 
beare and relinquith this entreprife, and the 
people beinge vvonderfitllic offended, and 
ina greate rage, to {ee fuch a hainous {acri- 
lege attempted, Wirardoth nowe thinke ye 
this good and honeft man Simon? Surelie 
he playeth the fame part that th’erle Murrie 
hath plaied vvith his mofte gratious Que- 
ne,openlie charginge the good innocét O- 
nias vvith his ovyne fhamefull acte,and fay- 
inge that he folicited,ad incenfed the kinge 
to

to robbeand {poilethe Temple. We finde 
inthe cronicles of our realme, that albeit poly croms- 
Vortiger afpiringe to thé crowne of the re- ¢5, Fala.

ce, which was not done without hys craftie glif2. pré- 
incenfmge and previe confent, yet he pre- ted anno 
téded-outwardlie greate fourowe, weapige 1 4 9 8, 
and lamentinge the murther of him, the 
wvhiche he never theles locked for, And 
vvas the occafion of the fame. As for Scot- i404 
lande I reporte me to the tragicall hyftorie Bean 
of kinge Duffus flaine by anoble man na- 
med Dunvvaldus,vvho was in greate efti- 
matio and aucthoritie wth the faide kinge, 
vvhen the kinge vvas a bedd,ia the Catole, 
wherof this Dunvvaldus had the keapinge Ned 
he banxeted hyschamberlaines,and fo fore afsebte e 
oppreffed thé, vvith immoderate furfetinge pea, > 
and drinckinge,that vvhen they vvere ons Here 

otté abovvte hyghe mi.Juightto fleapein t dagh he 
theire bedds,ye might haue rongea preares#Wg Las 
bell overtheire heades,loge ere they wolde ae 
wake. Who beige in theire deade ad deape ole 
fleape, the kinge vvas murthered & flaine, TE 
by fuche as this noble man had fuborned., 
His deade bodie vvas caried avvaie & bu- 
tiedina River. The laborers that buried 

hym 
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him were alfo flaine,that they might tell no 

tales. Inthe morninge the Kinge vvas mif- 
finge,his bed vvas fownde Imbrevved with 
bloud,his drovvfie drunken chamberlaines 

that leafte knevve of the matter, vvere had 

in greatefte {u(pition,ad With ovvte farther 

delaye by the fayde Dunvvaldus like aman 
zealoyfe to punifhe,malefactis, vvere flaine 

and put to deathe. No man beinge farther a 

greate vvhile from {ufpition then he: yntull 

firfte his ovvne ouer bufie fearchige for the

thervpon apprehended, and beinge fownde 

Idem lib, gWiltie worthclie executed. The like praxe 
16. played Duke Robert, brother to the xinge 
of Scotlade,ad gouernour of the realme,of 

The like vwhome we {pake before.He procured the 
pte played Princehis nephevveto be made awvaye ad 
by Duke murthered:And yet pretendinge him felf,as 
Robert in holie as the E.murraye dothe,to be zealoufe 
Scotlande. in the punithinge of {uch an heinoufe fade, 
caufed certaine innocente pfons to be exe- 

cuted therefore. We faye then, that the Erle 
murrayes doinges pcede not from anie gre- 

ate care he hathe to the maintenice of lawe 
andinftice,ywho ys molt culpable him felf:

See,fe,I praye the good reader, yf this were 
not the verye vndowbted caufe that made 
him and them fo pittifall, ad fo tender har- 
ted covvardethe ik Darley beynge deade,

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whofe deathe they had fo loge thrifted for 
and whofe life they had by fo manie fnares? 
ad mifcheuoufe vvayes aflaulted, and layed 
vvaite for. Yea there vvasa farther Cus be - 
no2then this,they thowght to driue by theire 
iolyc politike praétifes, all the difpleafure 
and hatred of the faéte vppon the Quene: 
And fo for this pretenfed mifcheuoute fa- 
eto driueher from the pofleffion of her 
crovvne,ad to intrude them felues, by fome 
pretie colorable conueyances, into the fole 
intermedlinge.of all the publike affaires, 
and to the gouernement ofthe realme vn- 
der thetitle of the good infante the Que- 
nes fonne, and to afluretheire poffeflions 
to them felues,at leaft the {pace of tvventie 
and flue yeares more.But I praye God there 
benora farder anda wvorle fetche, then all 
this comethe to.

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wvrowght, that the keies of the faide caftle 
were in the faide lords verie prefence také 
avvaye, by a poore orphan fimple boye, 
beinge not yet erghtene yeares olde, bredd 
alwayes & browght vppc i the fame howle, 
Whiche feate by hym Wrovvghr, 4d a toké 
or fignificatid geaven therof to the Quenc, 
fhe departed ovwvte of her prifé howv{e, into 
the courte therof at feaven of the clocke at 
night , vppon the feconde daye of Maye:

caufe,thac had the hearinge and triall of the 
fame,allthovvghe fhe never as yet came in 
thcire prefence.

from fo neceflaric a devvtie,and fo comen- 
dable before God andthe worlde. Ye beft 
knovve that amongeall the princelie orna- 
métes and vertues in your Quenre, her mer- 
cie and clemencicare finguler and peerelef- 
fe : She feamethe vvell to haue learned thar the Dae- 
leflon of the ghofpell. Yf thy brother do Qa 
offende the forgeve him not onelie, feayen 
times, but feventie times {eaven times. She 
wvillnot onelie forgeve, but forget alfo. 
She neither ys ignorante in vvhat ftate her 
realme ftandethe in, nor that extreame 
feveriti¢, from the whiche the naturallie 
-abhorrethe,ys not of allother times nowe 
againft fuche,as vvillimbrace mercie offe- 
‘red them tobe fhevved and practifed. She 
wvill rather like the lawe of duvuzias oblivid 
ad forgetfulnes,fo muche of the olde Wri- — 
ters comended,The greate benefittwherof

And to difcende to later times, 
our late noble Souereigne kinge Henrye 
the eyght {hevved his prudente and zelous 
care in this behalf before his lafte noble 
viage into France: Whofe davvghter our 
motte dreade Souercigne Elizabeth dothe 
and hathe fitt in the royall feate vvith fuche 
peas quietnes , and tranquilitie amoge all 
et {ubiects hitherto, that vve haue greate 
cavvfe to réder to God almighty our mofte 
hartie thancxs for the fame: And to craue 
of him like continuance, vvherof the fin- 
guler fruite &benefitr,as loge as it fhall ple- 
afe God to preferueher to vs: Whiche wve 
mofte Bran fuppliates defier of him for 
manie yeares,vvith fome happie iflewve fra 
her grace(yfit be his blefled'vvill)vve hope 
moft fortunatelie to enioye. But yf God 
fholde(as vve be all afwell Princes as others 
fubiecte ro mortall chaunces)once bereaue 
vs of our gratioule Prince, the harts ad iud- 
geméts of men beinge no better, nor more 
firmelie fetled and fixed towvards the expe- 
tation ofa certaine fucceflion, then they 
feame 
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feame névve to be:then vvo and alas: Ye yr- 
kethe my verie barte, eauen ons to thincke 
or the imminéte and almoft the ineuita- 
ble vad of this our noble realme,beinge 
like to be overvvhelmed wvith the raginge 
androringe vvaues of mutuall difcorde, ad 
to be confumed with the terrible fier of ci- 
uill diffention. The feare vvherof ys the 
more, by teafon alredie in theis late yeares, 
a Hanses therof hauo (parkeled and fluf- 
thed abrode , and fome parte of the rage of 
the faide fluddes ha. alredic beaten vpon 
the banckes. I meane the hott contention 
that hathe bene therin in fo manic places, 
and amonge fo manie perfons: of booxes 
alfo,that haue bene {predd abrode,and dai- 
lie are fpredd, beinge framed affectionate- 
lie, 4d fovvndinge according to the finifter 
opinion of euerte mans priuate appetite. 
Seinge therefore that there ys iufte caufe 
of feareand of greate dager likelic to hap- 

en by this varietie of mens iudgements fo 
diuerfelie affected , as vvell of meane men 
as of greate pfonngges: I take yt the parte 
of euerie trevve englifheman to labour and 
trauaile eache man for his poffibiljtic, and 
for {ache talente as God hathe geauen him 


to helpein conueniét time for the preuen- 
unge 
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tinge of the imminent danger: We knowve 
what witt,vvhat pollicie,what paines,yvhat 
charges men imploye to provide, that the 
Themmes or fea do not ouerflovve fuche 
laces as be moft tubiecte to danger: We 
pede vvhat politicke prouifion ys made 
in manic good cities and townes, bothé 
to forefee that by negligence there rileno 
dangeroule fiers,and yt they chaunce,vvith 
all diligence to repreffe the rage therof. 
Wherin amoge other hys prudente doings, 
Auguftus the Emperour, ys commended 
for appointinge at Rome feaven com- 
panies ordinanilie to watche the Cite, 
for the purpo(e afore faide : Whervnto he 
was enduced by reafon the citie was in 
one daie in feaven feverall places (ett on 
fier. And fhallnot we euery man for hys 
parte and vocation haue as vigilante care 
and refpecte , to the extinguilshinge of 
this fier alredie fpronge owte, that maye 
(yf the matter be not wifelie forefeen) 
deftroic, fubverte and confume, netone 
citic only, but importe an vniuerfall cala- 
mitie and deftruction? Whicheto repreffe 
one redie and good waye feamethe vnto 
me,yf men maye knowe and be throwvglie 
petivvaded,in what perfon the right of the 
ccefion 
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facceffion of the crowne of this our realme 
doth ftande and remaine. For nowe many 
men throwghe ignorance of the faide right 
and ticle, and altothe fame beinge depra- 
ved by certaine Gimifter perfwafids in fome 
bookes , wher vnto they have to lightlie 
geaven creditt, be caryed awaye from the 
tight opinion and good harte , that they 
otherwife Wolde and (houlde haue. The 
which kinde of men { do hartvlie withe 
from theire faide corrupte iudgement to 
be remoued: And (hallin thys treatife do 
my befte endevour to remouc, not prefu- 
minge vpon my felf, that I am any thin- 
ge better able then others this to do. ( tor 
lknowe my owne infirmitie )- But bernge 
gladd and willinge to imparre vato others 
fuche motiues ( as vpon the readinge of 
fuche bookes) as of late haue bene fete 
forthe by the aduerfaries,and after the dili- 
gente weienge df divers Arguments to the 
contrarie,feame vnto me fufficiente to fa- 
tiffic any honeft and indifferent man, that 
ys not obftinatlie bente to his owne 
Wilfull affections, or to fome orher finif- 
ter meaninge and dealinge.

ingcinthe thirtie and fovverthe yeare of 
the reigne of our late Souercigne lorde 
kinge Henrie the eight, vvas ovvte of the 
allegiance of the kinges of Englande. For 

the 
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the lavve of this realme ys verie plaine,that 
thowvghe the tenaunte do not his feruice 
vnto the lorde,yet hathe not the lorde ther- 
by loft his feigneuric, for the lande ftill re- 
mainethe within his tee and feigneurie that 
not with {tandinge. But paraduenture fome 
wvill obiecte and faye, that by that reafon 
Frice fhoulde likevvife be fayed to be with 
in the allegiance of Englande,for as mache 
as the poffeffion of the crovyne of France 
hathe bene vvithin a litle more, then the 
fpace of one hundred yeares novve lafte 
pafte, lavvfullie vefted in the kinges of En- 
glad. whofe right andtitle ftill remainethe 
in the Quenes maieftie that novve ys. To 
that, there ys a greate difference betvvene 
the rightand title vvhiche our Souereigne 
ladie claimethe to the realme of France, ad 
the right and title wwhiche her highnes clai- 
methe to the realme of Scotlad: Althowghe

And thus 
maye ye fee(gentle Reader)by the opinion 
of allindifferent men,and notled by affec- 
tion, that the realme of Scotlande hathe 
bone, and yet ys, within the allegeance and 
dominion of Englande: And fo your ante- 
cedcne or firfte propofition falfe. And yet 
that makethe no prouf thatthe realme of

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Frice likewife fhoulde nowe be faideto be 
with in the allegiace of our S ouereigne La- 
die the Quene of England, by reafon of the 
manifefte and apparente difference before 
fheued. But what yfyour antecedent were 
trewe,ad that we did agree bothe withe the 
faide Quéne of Scottes ad how (ubiectes ad 
allo withe you, that Scotlande were owte 
of the allegiance of Englande? Yet yrys ve- 
ri¢ plaine that your c6fequente and conclu- 
fion can not by anye meanes betrewe.

And that therefore the faide vvill can not 

be any whitte piudiciall to the (aide Quene. 

Againft wwhiche anfvvere for the defence 

and vpholdinge of the faide vill, ytysre-

vvere diuers copies of his yvill fovvnde fig- 
ned with his owne hande, or at the leafte 
wife enterlined,and fome forthe mofte pte 
wvritté withe his owae hande:Owte of the aduter/arie 
which ytys likelie thatthe originall vvill 
comoniie called kinge Henrie the eightes | ~ 
me prosected fayer drawé owte. Then 
that there be greate ad veheméte prefump-- 
tions , tlrac Si the fatherlie (ou that ee 
bare to the common vvealthe, and forthe Be Pee 
auoidinge of the vncertentie of the fu Cel 24 wyill of 
fion , he wellliked vponand accepted the kin- H. 8. 
auctoritie geauen him by parliament, and 
figned with his owne hande the {aide ori- 
ginall vvill , which had the {aide limitation 
ad aflignatié of the crowne. And theis pre- 
fumptions are the more enforced, for that 
he had no caufe wwhiehe fhoulde beare any 
affecti6 either to the {aide Quene of Scor- 
lade,or ro the Ladie Lenneux:And hauings 
with all no caufero be greaued or offended 
vvithe his fifters the frenche Quenes chil 
dren, But to putt the matter quite owte of 
all ambiguiticand dowbre. Yr appearethe 
(they faye)thatthere were eleuen witnefles 
purpolelie calledd by the kinge, who were 
prelente at the figninge of the {aide aa

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f{ubfcribed theire names to the fame. Yea 
the cheif lurdes ofthe codfaile were made 
ad appointed executours of the faide will: 
And they ad other had greate legaties gea- 
vé thé in the {aide will, vvhich vvere paide, 
and other chinges c6prifed in the vvill ac- 
coplitshed accordinglie. There pafled alfo 
purchafes ad lettres patétes berwene kinge 
Edwarde and the executours of the {aide 
vvilland others, for the execution and per- 
formance of the fame.Finallie the {aide te- 
flamente was recorded in the chauncerie, 
Wherefore they affirme that there owght 
no manner of dowbte move any mato the 
corrarie. And rhatcither we mufte graunre 
this will ro be figaed vvith his hade,or that 
he made no wvill at all: Bothe mufte be gra- 
ted , or bothe denied. YFany will denye ye 
in cafe he be one of the vvitneffes, he thall 
impugnc his owneteftimony:Yf he be one 
of the executours, he fhall overthrowe the 
fowndation of all his doinges,in pcuringe 
the faide will to beinrolled, and fett forthe 
vnder the greate feale. And (o by theyr dub- 
blenes they (hall make thé (elues no mete 
witnefles. Noweama cannot ligthlie ima- 
gine how any other befids theistwo kides 
of witnefles(for fome of thé, ad of the exe- 
cutours 
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eutours were fuche as were cotinually way. 
tinge vp6 the kinges pion) maye impugne 
this will, and proue that th: kinge didnot 
fignethe fame, but yf anie fuche impugne 
the faide will, Yt vvolde be cdfidered howe 
manye they are,ad vvhat theire are: And yt 
wilbe yetye hardeto proue Negarinam falto, 
Buryct ys cuidéte faye theye, thar there was 
neuer any fuche lawtull prouffe againfte 
the faide Will ppducted. For yf vt had bene, 
yt wolde haue bene publiffhed 1n the ftarre 
chamber, preached at Pawles crofle, de- 
clared by acte of parliamente, proclaymed 
in everie quarter of the realme. Yea admit- 
tinge faye they, that yr were proued that 
the faide pretented will lacked the kinges 
hade,yet neuerthele fle faye they, the verye 
copies we haue {poken of beinge writté & 
figned,or at leafte interlined with hisowne 
hande, maye be faide a (ufficiente figninge 
with his owne hande. For feinge the (cope 
and finall purpofe of the ftatute vvas, to 
haue the fucceilion prourded for, and af- 
ferceined, which ys (ufficientlie done inthe 
faide will. And {einge his ovyne hande was 
requited,but onlic for e(chevvinge euil! ad 
fiaifter dealinge, vvherof there is no ful 
pition in this vvill to be gathered: What 
matter in the vvorlde, or vwhat diffcréce ys

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there,When the kinge fulfilled and accom- 
plifhed this gratious aéte, that was loked 
for athis handes, Whether he figned the 
will vvith his ovvne hande or no. Yfyt be 
obiected that the kinge was obliged and 
bovvnde to a certaine precife order and 
forme,vvhiche he coulde in no wvife {hifte; 
bur thatthe acte withoute yt mufte perithe, 
and be of no valewe, Then {aie they, we 
vndoe whole pliamétes,afvvell in Quene 
Maries time,as in kinge wenrie the eightes 
time.In Quene Maries time by cawfe the 
omitted the ftile appointed by parliamente 
Ann.

Tothis we will make our'rcioynder, 
fame, and faye, Firfte that our principall matter 
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ys not toioyne an iflewe, whether the faide 
kinge made and ordeined any (ufficiente 
willornoo,We leaue that to an othertime: 
But whether he made any teftamente in 
fuche order and forme as the ftatute re- 
quirethe. Wherefore yf yr be defective 
in thg faide forme, as we atfirme yc tobe, 
were yt otherwife neuer fo good and per- 
fecte , thowghe yt were exemplified by 
the greate rteee recorded inthe chaun- 
cerie, and taken comonlie for his will and 
{o accomplifhed, yt ys nothinge to the prin- 
cipall queftion. Yt refteth see for vs to 
confider the weight of the aduerfaries pre- 
fumptions ,whereby they wolde enforce 
a probabilitie, tha the reftamente had the 
forefaide requifite forme: yet firfte yt ys to 
be confidered, what prefumptions and 
of w'tat force and nomberdo occurre to 
auoide'and fruftrate the aduerfaries pre- 
fumptions,and all other like. We faye then 
there eccurre manyc likelihoddes, manye 
prefumptions, manye greate and weightie 
reafonsto make vs tothincke, thatas the

pretended: So likewife he did enrreprife 
no fuche atte in deede. I denie not, but thae

fortehaue practifed the fame ro the honour 
ad welthe of the realme,& tothe good co- 
térarid of the fame realme Bur that he had 
either caufe or did exercile the faide auétho 
ritie in fuche ftrange ad dithonorable forte, 
as ys ptéded,I plainlic denie. For beinge at 
the tume of rhis prenfed will furniflaed and 
adorned with itlewe our late kige Edward, 
ad ladie Marie late Quene, ad with our gra- 
cioufe fouereigne Elizabeth, theire ftate ad 
fucceflid beinge alfo larelie by acte of pla- 
méte eftablithed , what nedeorlikelyhode 
was there for the kinge thé to practife fuck 
newe deui(es,as never did( [ {uppofe) any 
Kingein the realme before, ad fewe ia any 
other befide. And vvwhere they vvere practi- 
{ed comonly hid infortunate and lamen- 
table (ucceffe. What hkelichodd was there 
for him to practife {uche deuifes,efpeciallie 
in his later dayes when wifdome, the loue 
of God, and his realme {houlde haue bene 
moft ripe in him?That were likely to fturre 
vppea greter fier of greauoule contention 
and wofull diftruction in Englande, Fhen 
euer didthe deadlic faatid of rhe redd rofe 
and the white, lately by the incorporation 

and 
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and vnio of the howfes of yorke and Lane 
cafter,in the p{6 of his father throwghe rhe 
mariage of Ladie Elizabeth,eldefte dawgh. 
ter to kinge Edwarde the fowrth,moft hap- 
pelie extinguithed ad buried. And thowghe 
yt might be thowght or faide, that there 
wolde be no fuche caufe of feare,by reafon 
the matter pafled by parliaméte,yet coulde 
not hebe ignorante that nether pliaméres 
made for Henrie the fowrthe,or continew- 
ance of two difcentes(Which take no place 
in geuinge any title touchinge the crowne) 
in kinge Henrie the fixte,nor parliamentes 
made for kinge Richarde the thirde,nor p- 
liamentes-of attaynder made againfte his 
father, coulde either preiudice his fathers 
right or releue other againtte fuche,as pre- 
téded iufte right and title, And as he coulde 
not be ignorante therof,fo yt ysnottobe 
thought, that he vwvolde abufe the greate 
confidence putt vpon him by the parlia- 
mente, and difherite vvith ovvte any ap- 
parente caufe, the next royall bloude, and 
thincke all rhinges fuer by the colour ofa 
pliamente. The litle force vwherof againfte

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mynded at any time to preiudice the fayde 
Ladye Marie Quene of Scotlande, of all 
times he wolde not haue done yt then, whé 
all his care vvas by all poffidle meanes to 
contrive and compafle a mariage berwene 
his (onne Edwarde,and the faide Ladie and 
Quene.Suerlie he wvas to vvife of him felf, 
and vvas furnifthed vvithe to wile counfai- 
lours to take {uche an homelie vvaye to p- 
cure ad purchafle the faide mariage by.And 
lefte of allcan vve faye he attempred that 
diffhonorable difherifon, for anye {peciall 
inclination or fauour he bare to the fréche 
Quene his fitters children. For there haue 
bene of his nere and priuie counfaile, that 
haue reported, that the kinge neuer had 
any greate likinge of the mariage of his 
fitter vvith the Dake of Suff. Who married 
her firfte priuelie in Fraunce,ad afterwarde 
openlic in Englande(and as ytys faide) had 
his pardon for the {ame privie mariage in 
writinge, Howe focuer this matter goethe 
certaine yt ys,that yf this pretenfed wvill be 
trewe, he tran{terred and tran{pofed the re- 
verfion of the crowne, not onlie from the 
Quene of Scotlande, from my Ladie Len- 
neux and theire iflewe, but eauen from my 
Ladyc Fraunces and my Ladic Elenour alfo 
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dawghters to the Frenche Quene, wvhiche 
ysathinge in a manner incredible,and the- 
refore nothinge likelie.I mufte novve gen- 
tlereader puttthe in remembrance of two 
other mofte pregnante and notable cons 
ieCtures and pre(umptions, for amonge all 
other inconueniences and abfurdities thae 
doe andamaye accompanye this rafhe and 
vnaduifed acte by thys pretenfed vvill in- 
cofideratelyc mainteined,yt ys principallice 
to be noted, thatthis acte geuethe apparéte 
and iufte occafion of perpetuall difherifon 
of the ftile and title of Fraunce tis 
ted.ad vnited to the crowne of this realme, :

fecte of the ftatute: Yet mufte the right of 
the imperiall crowne of Englande be con- 
veyedand cartied awaye with the colour 
and fhadowe onlie of awill,I faye the tha- 
dowe otilie, by reafon of an other con- 
iccture and’ prefumption wvhiche I {hall 
tellyou of. Which ys fo liuelie and effec- 
tuall , that I verelie fuppofe yrwilbe verye 
harde for any man by any good and pro- 
bable reafon,to anfwere and auoyde the 
fame:And ys (o importante and ychement, 
that this onlie might feame veterlie to 
deftroye all the aduerfaries coniecturall 
prouffes , concerninge the maintenance of 
this fuppofed will. We faye therefore and 
affirme, that in cafe there had bene any 
good and fuer helpe and hand fafte,to take 
and holde the crowne for the heires of the 
Ladie Frances by the faide will,that the 
faction that vniuftlie intruded the La- 
die Tane eldeft dawghter to the faide 
Ladye Frances,to the pofleflion of the 
crowne: vvolde never haue omitted to 
take,receaue,and embrace the occafid and 
benefice therof, to them prefentlie offered.

Therefore yf parteofa deede be made in 
the firfte perfon, and the refidewe in the 
thirde perfon, that deede ys not effectuall, 
but voide in the lawe,befides that the lawe 
hathe appoynted, that in euerie deede 
mention fhoulde be made chat the partie 
hathe putto bis feale to the fame. Yf there- 
fore any deede dothe wante that {peciall 
clavfe and mention, althowghe the partie 
in deede hathe putt his fealc ynto the fame, 
yet ys that deede or {pecialtie voydeilawe. 
Solikewifethe lavve geuethe aucthoritic 
vnro the Lorde to diftraine vpon the lande 
holdenof him for his rentes and feruices 
devve for the fame, and farther dothe ap- 
pointe to carrie or drive the fame diftreffe 


vnto the powvnde, there to remaine asa 


gagein lavve for his faide rentes and ferui- 


"ces. Yf the Lorde (hall either diftraine his 


tenaunte owte of his Fee or feignorie,or yf 


“he fhall labour & occupie the chattelles dif 


trained, The diftrefle fo taken by him ys in- 
iurioufe and vvrongfull in lavve. For as 
muche ashe hathe not done accordinge to 

the 
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the prefcribed order of the lavve, The fta- 

tute made Anno 32.H.8. geuethe aucthori- 

tievnto tenate in tayle,and to othersbeinge 

feafed of lande io the right of theire vyiues 

or churches, to make leafes of the fame. 

Wherein alfo a prefcripte order and forme 

for the fameys fett forthe: YF any of the 

faide perfons {hall make any leafe, wherein 

he dothe not obferue the fame prefcribed 

order fnall pointes, the fame leafe ys not 

vvarented in any point by the faide ftatute. 

Likevvife the ftatute made in Anno 27, 

H.8. of bargaines and fales of lade,appoin- 

tethea forme and order for the fame, that 27.H.8. 

ys,they mufte be by wvritinge indéted, fea- Cap.10, 

led,ad enrolled vvithin fixe monethes next 

afterthe dates of the fame wvritinges , YF 

any bargaine and fale of lande be made 

vwvheréin any of the thinges appointed by 

the faide ftatute are omitted, the fame ys vi- 

tious ad voide inthe lawve. So likevvile the 

ftatute made in an.32.H.8.geaueth auctho- 32, 77, 8 

ritic to difpofe lades and tenemétes by latte cap.1. 

vvill and ceftamente in wvritinge. Yfa man 

do demiffe his lade by his lafte vvill & te 

taméte nuncupatiue yvithovvte vvrittinge, 

this demi(e is in{ufficiéte in lavve, ad ys not 

warranted by the faide ftatute. We leue of a 
nomber 
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nomber of like cafes that we might multi- 
pliein the proufe of this matter: Wherein 
vve have carried the longer by caufe thead- 
¥ {aries make {o greate a countenace there- 
vpon. And by caufe all vnder one, yt maye 
{erue for the an/vvere alfo tovvchinge the 
kinges royall affente ro be geven to parlia- 
mentcs by his lertres patentes figned vvith 
his hande: Which ys nothinge elie bura de- 
claration and afhrmace of the comon laweé. 
And no newe aucthoritie geven to him to 
do that he coulde not do before,or any for- 
me prefcribedto binde him ynto. Befides 
that in this cafe, there ys no feare in the 
worlde of forginge and counterfeytinge 
the kingeshande. Where as in the teftamen- 
tatie caufe yt ys fatre other wile, as the 
worlde knovvethe, and dailie experience 
teacheth. And fo with all do vve conclude 
thar by reafon this furmifed will was not 
figned with the Kinges hande, ye cannot 
any vvaye hurte or hinder the iufte right ad 
clayme of the Quene of Scotlande, to the 
fucceffion of the crovvne of Englande. 
Nowe fuppofinge that neither the Lorde 
Pagett, nor Syre Edvvarde Mounregevve 
ad willim Clarke had teftified or publifhed 
any thinge to the infringinge and over- 

throw 
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threwinge of the aduerlaries aflertid, tow- 
chinge the figuinge of the {aide will:Yer ys 
not therebye the Quene of Scotlandes title 
altogether hindered. For (he yet hathe her 
iufte ad lawfull deféce for the Oppugninge 
ofthe faide Aflertion, afwell again{te the 
perféns and faienge of the witnefles,yfany 
fhall come forthe as othe: wile {he maye 
iuftlie pequire the faide will robe browghe 
furthe to light,and efpeciallie the figninge 
of the {ame wvith the kinges hande , tobe 
dewly and confideratehe pondered, weied, 
and conferred. She hathe heriufte defence 
and exceptions,and mufte have. And yc 
were againft all lawes,and the lavve of na- 
ture yt felt,to {poile her of the fame. And 
all good reafon geavethe,that the faide ori- 
pinall will ftandinge vpon the triall ofthe 
anes hande be exhibited, thar yt maye 
be compared vvith his other certaine and 
well knowen hande writinge , and that 
ether thinges maye be done requifire in 
this behalf, But yetall this noc withftan- 
dinge , lett vs nowe imagine and luppofe, 
that the kinge him felf (whole harteand 
hande Were dovvbrelefle farre from 
any fuche doinges ) Lett vs yer I faie 
admitce, that he had figned the faide Will 

with 
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yvith hisovvne hande: Yet fot all rhat, the 
adverfaries parchance thall not finde ,no 
notin this cafe, that the Quenes iufte utle 
right and interefte Poe any thinge fayle 
or quayle.Or rather lett vs vvithovvte any 
le merece faye, the iuftice and ¢quitie of 
“not presie~ her caufe , and the invincible force of 
aie the g. trevvthe to be fuche,that neitherthe ftam- 
of Scottes P& nor the kynges ovvne hande can beare 


pbecuahe and beate yt dovvne., Which thinge we 
suerte {peake not vvith ovyte good probableand 
ne figned vveightie reafons. Neither do wve atthis 
vuith the time minde to debateand difcovvrfe,vvhat 
Kinges povver and aucthoritie,and howe farre the 
spane  patlamente hathe ytin this and like cafes, 


livers Which parchance {ome other wvolde here 
do. Wevvill onlie intermedle vvith other 
thinges, that reache nor fo farre nor fo 
highe, and feame in this our prefente quet 
tion vvorthie and neceflarie ro be confide- 
red. And firfte before we entre into other 
matters, vve af Ke this reafonable and ne- 
ceflarie queftion. Whether theis generall 
vvordes , vvhereby this large and ample 
aucthoritie ys conueyed to kinge Hen- 
tie mufte be as generallie, and as amplie 
taken, or bereftrained by fome manner of 
limitation, 4d reftriction agreableto fuche 
minds 
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mynde and purpofe of the parliamente, as 
routte of verie neceflitie or greate ly kely- 
hodde be conftrued to be the verye mynde 
and purpofe of the fayde parliamente. Ye 
will faye perchance, that the power and 
aucthoritie of afiignation mufle be taken 
generatlic and abfolutelie withowte excep- 
tion , favinge for the owtewarde figninge 
of the will. Trewthe yt ys, there ys no- 
thynge elles exprefled: But yet was there 
fome'thinge elles principallie intended, 
and yetfor all that, neaded not to be fpe- 
cified. The owtewarde manner was fo theremuft 
{peciallic and precifelie appointed and {pe- nedes be 
cified to auoide fufpitious dealinge,to a- fome qua- 
uoide corraption and forgerie: And yet Hfication 
vvas the vvill good and effe@uall vvith- adreftrait 
ewte the kinges hande: Yeaand the affig. of the gene 
nation to had bene good, had not that rallwords 
reftrainte of the kinges hande,bene added of the fia~ 
by the parliamente. But for the qualifica- tte. 
tion of the perfon to be limited and affig- 
ned, and fo for the neceffarie reftriction 
and limitation of the vvordes , were they 
never fo large and ample , there ys, 
thowghe bathing? were {poken therof, 
an ordinarie helpe and remedie other- 
wife. Yf the realme had bene fet ouer to 

° a fu- 
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a furious,or a made man, ortoan ideot, of 
to fome forraine ,ad Machomericall Prince 
(andto fuchea one our ftories teftifie that 


Mateus Kinge Iohfi wwolde haue fabmitted him 
arifienfis {elf and his realme) orto any other noto- 
in lean~ tioufe incapable or vnable perfon. The ge-

neraltie of the vvordes feame to beare yr: 
But the good mynde and purpofe of the 

liamente, and mans reafon do in no wife 
ase yt. Yf ye graunre that theis wordes 
mufte nedes haue fome good and honefte 
conftruction and interpretation (as reafon 
dothe force you to gratite it) Yet will Latke 
farther,whetheras the kinge cutt of in this 
pretenfed will the whole noble race of the 
eldefte fifter,ad the firfte iflewe of the yon- 
gcfte fifter:So yf he had curr of alfo allthe 
oflpringe afwell of the fayde ydgefte fitter, 
as of the remnante of the royall bleude, ad 
placed fome beige not of the fayde bloude, 
and perchance othervwvife vnable , this afli- 
gnation had bene good ad valablein lawve, 
as cOformableto reafon, and to the mynde 
and purpofe of the parliamente. Yt vvere 
fuerlie to greate an abfurditic to graunte yt. 
There mufte be therefore in this matter 
fome reafonable moderation and interpre- 


‘tation as well cowchinge the perfons com- 


pre- 
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Phended wvith in this affignatié and theite 
qualities, and for the perfons alfo hauinge 
right,ad yet excluded: As for the manner of 
the doinge of the acte,ad figninge the will, 
For the kinge as kinge coulde not di(pofe 
the crowne by his will And was in this be- 
halfe bufan arbiter and comiffioner. Wher- 
fore his doinges mufte be directed 4d ruled 
by the lawe,ad accordige to the good mide 
ad meaninge of thofe am gaue the auctho- 
ritie. And vyhat theire mynde wvas, yc wvill 
appeare well inowghe cuen in the {tacute ye 
felf.¥c wvas for the avoidinge of all abigui- 
ties,dowbres, and diuifions towchinge the 
fucceflié. They pute theire whole trufte vp6 
the kige,as one whome they thovght mot 
earneftlie to mynde the wvealthe of the 
realme,as one that vvoldeand coulde befte 
and mofte prudentlie confider and weighe 
the matter of the fucceflion, and provide 
for the fame accordinglye. Yf the do- 
ynges of the kinge do not plainlyeand 
evidentlye tende to this ende and {cope, 
yf azelous mynde to the common wel- 
the , yf prudence and vvifdome did not 
rule and meafure all theys doinges : but 
contrarye wife parciall affetion & difplea- 
fure,yf this arbitremére puttethe not awaye

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all contentions and ftriffes,yf the mynde ad 

purpofe of the honorable parliament be 

not larsfied,yt there be difhonorable devi- 

fes & aflignimentes of the crowne in this 

will and reftamente, yt there bea nevve 
{uccetlion vnnaturallie deuifed. Finally yf 

this be nor areftaméte and lafte will, {uche 

as Modcftinus definethe: refametum eff iufie 

volwntatis nofira [ententia, de eo quod quis poft 

_ mortem fuam fiers velit. Then thovyghe the 

Li ff qut kinges hande were putto yt,the matter go- 
seftamen~ ech not al together fo wvell and fo fmothe. 
ta facere. But yetthere ys good and greate cav(e fare 
The defint ther to cofider and debate vpo yt. Whether 
£10 of 4 tef yt befoor no, lett theindifferente, When 
tament. theyc haue well thowght vpon yt,iudge ace 
cordinglie, The advertaries them felues can 
notaltogether denice, but that this teftamé- 

te ys not corre{pondente to {uche expecta- 

tion, as men worthelie {houlde haue of yt. 

Which thinge they do plainlie confefle: 

in vrginge theire pretumptions,wherof we 

have tpoken,and myndinge to proue that 

this will, which they faye is cémonlie called 

kinge Henryes will,was no mewe will de- 

vifedin his ficknes,but eavé the verie fame, 

Where of (as they faye) vvere dyvers olde 

copies. Theyc interre theis Wordes,faienge 

thus 
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thus:For yfyrbearewe willthen deviled, 
Who coulde thincke that either hym felf 
wolde,or any man durfte haue moved him, 
to pure therein fo many tbinges contrarie 
to his honour: muche leffe durfte they them 
felves devie any newe fucceflion ,or moue 
hym to akte yt otherwife then they fourde 
yt,when they fawe that naturallie yt coulde 
not be otherwvile difpofed. Wherein they 
faie very trevvlic:For ytys certaine that not 
onlie the cmon lavve of this realme, but 
nature yt (elf rellethe vs,that the Quene of 
Scotlad(yf our gratiousSouereigne (houlde 
happen to dye hauinge no heyres of her 
dodie)ys the next and right full heire of the 
crovyne. Wherefore the kinge,yf he had 
excluded her, he had done an vnnaturall 
ate. Yewill faye he hadfome caule to do 
this, by reafon fhe was a forrainer ad borne 
owte of the realme, yet this not with ftadin- 
ge hedid very vnnaturally , Yea vnadviled- 
lie,inconfideratelie and wrongfullie,and to 
the greate pr¢iudice and daunger of his 
owne title to the crovvne of Fraunce, a8 we 
haue alredie declared. And more over,yCys 
vvell to be wveighed,that reafon and 2quie 
tie,and ims gentium dothe require and crave: 


That as the kinges of this realme wolde 
° iij thincke 
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thincke them felues to be iniuriouflie hid- 
led and openlye wronged, yf they marri- 
enge wvith rhe heires of Spayne, Scotlande 
or any other contrey(vvhere the fucceflion 
of the crovvne deuoluethe to the vyoman) 
vvere thutt ovvte and barred from theyre

And fuche deuolution of other 
kingdomes to the crowne of En lande, by 
forraine mariage, might by poll bilitie of- 
times have chaunced,and vvas eauen nowe 
in this our time verye like to haute chaticed 
for Scotlande, yf the intended mariage 
vvith the Quene of Scottes that novve ys, 
and the lare kinge Edvvarde the fixte yvith 
his longer life,and (ome iflevve had taken 
place, Butnovve that The ysno fuche for- 
rainer ,as ys noc capable of the crovyne, 
We haue at large alredye difcufled, Yea I 

vill 
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wvill nowe faye farther,that fuppofinge the 
parliamente mynded to exclude her and 
migh rightfullye fo do, and that the kinge 
by vertue of this ftatute did exclude herin 
his tuppofed wvill: Yer ys the nota plaine 
forrainer, and incapable of the crowne. 
For yf thedavvfull heires of the fayde La- 
dye Frances,and of the Ladye Elenour 
fhoulde hapen to fayle,vvhich feame nowe 
to faile at the leafte in the Ladye Katherine 
ad her iffue( for vvhole title fo greate fturre 
hath latelye bene) by reafon of a (entence 
diffinitiue lately geauen againfte a pre- 
tenfed matrimonie of the fayde Ladye 
vvith the Erle of Harforde, by my Lorde —__ 
of Canterburie and other commiffio- 
nets, then ys there no ftaye or ftoppe 
either by the parliament, or by the fayde 
fuppofed will: Bue that fhe the fayde 
Quene of Scotlande and her heires,maye 
haue and obtayne theire iufte title and 
claime . For by the fayde pretenfed 
wvill ye ys limited, that for defaulre of 
the lavvfull heires of the fayde Ladyes 
Frances and Elenour, that the crovvne 
fhall remayme and come to the next 
tightfull heires. But yf the {hall be fayde 
© iitj to be 
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to bea forrainer for the time, for the induc 
tion of farther argumente: Then what faye 
the ady {aries to my Ladie Lénoux borneat 
Herbotell in Englande, and from thertene 
yeares of age browght vppealfo in Englad 
and cOmonlie takenand reputed afwell of 
the kingeand nobilitie,as of otherthe law- 
full nece of the faide kinge. Yea toturne 
nowe tothe other filter of the kinge mar- 
ried to Charles Brandon Duke of Soff. and 
her children the Ladie Fraunces, and the 
Ladye Elenour, Whye are they alfo ditheri- 
ted? Suerlie yfthere be no iufte caufe, nei- 
ther in the Ladye Lénoux,nor in the other, 
yt feamethe the kinge hathe made aplaine 
donative of the crowne. Which thinge 
vvhether he coulde do, or vwhether yr Be 
conformable to the expectation of the par- 
liamente, or for the kinges honour, or for 
the honour of the realme, I leaue yttothe 
further confideration of other Nowe what 
caufes fhoulde moue the kige to fhutt them 
owte by his ptetenfed will, from the title 
of the crowne, Imynde not,norneade not 
(e(peciallic feingel take no notice of any 
fuche will cowchinge the limitation of the 
faide crowne)here to p{equute or examin. 
Yetam [not ignorante what impedimétes 


many 
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many do talke of ad fome as well by prited 
as vnprited bookes do write of. Wherein I 
will not take vpon me any affeueratid, any 
refolution or iudgement. Thys onlie will 
propownde, as yt were by the vvaye of c6- 
fideration dewly and deaplye to be wayed 
and thowght vpé: That ys for as mucheas 
the benefite of this furmifed will tendethe 
with the extrufion of the Quene of Scot- 
lade and others altogether to the iflewe of 
the Frenche Quene,whether in cafe the 
kinge had no caule to be offended with his 
fifters the Frenche Quenes children (as the 
aduerfaries them felues cofefle he had not) 
and tharthere was no lawfull impediméte 
in them to take the fucce Mid of the croune, 
yt were any thinge reafonable, or euer was 
ones mente of the parliamente, that the 
kinge withowte caufe fhoulde difkerite ad 
exclude them from the title of the crowne. 
On the other fide yf there were anye fuche 
impedimente ( Wherof this furmifed will 
geuethe owte a preate fu {pition)yt ysto be 
confidered, whether yt ftandethe with rea- 
fon and iuftice, vvith the honour of the 
kinge, and the whole realme, or vvith the 
mynde, purpofe, and intente of the {aide 
pliamente,that the kinge fhoulde not fae 

raf.

Vndowbtedlie that were cStrarte 
vnto the meaninge of the faide fuppoted 
wyll.For fo muche as the remainder ys ther 
by limited vnto the heyres of the bodie of 
the ladie Elenour, onlie for defaulre of if 
fewe of the {aide Ladie Frances. Whereby 
yt maye be very plainlie gathered vpon the 
faide {uppofed wyll , that the meanynge 
therof was not that the Chyldren of the 
Ladie Elenour, fhoulde enioyethe crowne 
before the Chyldren of the Ladie Frances. 
But what yf the fayde Ladie Elentur, had 
bene then alfo lyvinge (wich myght have 
happened, foras muche as bothe the faide 
ladie Fraces , and Ladie Elenour by cmon 
cowrle of nature myght have lived longer, 
then votyll thys daye:) Who then thoulde 
have had the crowne? Trewlie the ryght 
heyre whom thys fuppofed wyl mente to 
exclude, fo longeas there (houlde remaine 
any iflewe, eyther of the bodie, of the faide 
Ladie Fraunces,or of the bodie of the faide 
Ladie Elenour lawfullie be gotté. And ther. 
fore quite contrarie to the meaninge of 
the {aide fuppofed wyll, Wherefore I do 
verelie thincke , that yt woulde hardelie 
fyncke into any reafonnable mans head 
that had anye experience of the greare 
wifdome 
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wifdome and advifed doinges of kinge 
Henrye the eyght abowte other matters, 
beynge of nothinge like weyght, that he 
wolde fo flenderlie, fo vnadvitedlie, and 
fo vnlearnedlie difpofe the fuceeffion of 
the crowne ( Where vpon the whole 
eftart of thys Realme dothe depende) in 
fuche Wyfe,that they to whome he ment 
to geve the fame by hys will, coulde nor 
enioyc yt by the lawe: Where vp6 ye maye 
eae fee, notonlie the greate vnlikely 

odde, that kinge Henrie the eight wolde 
make any fuche will with fuche flender 
advice: But alfothat by the limitation of 
the faide will , the fucceffion of the crowne 
ys made more vncertaine and dowbrefull, 
thé yt was before the makinge of the {aide 
Actes of Parliamente, which yscontrarie to 
the meaninge and inréteof the faide Actes, 
and therefore with owrte anie fufficiente 
watrante in Lawe. But paradventure fome 
herewill faye,that althowghe theis dangers 
ad vocerteinties might have enfewed vpon 
the limitation of the faide wvill, yet for as 
mucheas they haue not happened, neither 
be like to happen , they are therefore 
not to be {poken of . Yes verilie yr was 
motte be omitted . For althovvghe theys 
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thinges haue not happened, and there fore 
the moretollerable: Yet for asmuche as 
theye myght haue happened by the limita- 
tion otic faide {uppofed will,contrarieto 
the meaninge of the faide actes, the will ca 
not by any meanes be faide,to be made ac- 
cordinge to the meaninge and intenre of 
the aoe of the faide ftatutes. And there- 
fore in that refpecte, the faide will ys infuf- 
ficient in lawe. And to aggravate the matter 
farthere,*ye fhall vnderitande of greate in- 
coveniences and imminent dangers, which 
as yetare likelie to enfevve, yf that {uppo- 
fed will fhoulde take place. Yt ys not vn- 
knowé,but thar at the time of the makinge 
of the {aide will, the faide Ladie Frances 
had no iflewe male, but onlie three dawgh- 
ters betwene her,and Henry Duke of Suff. 
Aftervvardeinthetime of our late Sove- 
reigne Ladie Quene Marie,the faide Duke 
of Suff. was attainted,ad (ufferid according- 
le. After whofe deathe the {aide Ladie Fra- 
ces to her greare difhonour and abafinge of 
her (elf, toke to her hufbande one Adrian 
Stockes,who was before her feruate,a man 
of verie meane eftate and vocation,and had 
iflewe by him. Whiche iflewe(yfytwerea 
fonne, ad be alfo yet livinge) by the wordes 

of the 
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of the faide fuppofed will ys to inherite the 
crowne of this Realme,before the dawyh- 
ters betwene herand the faydelate duke 
of Suff.begotten. Which thing was neither 
intended ner ment by the makers of 
the faide Adtes . Who can withe any rea- 
fon of ‘common defenfe thincke, that 
all the ftates of the Realme aflembled 
together at the (aide Parliaméte, did meane 
to geve auctoritieto Kinge Henry the eight 
by hys lettres patentes or lafte Will,to dithe- 
ritethe Quene of Scottes liniallie di{céded 
of the bloude Roiall ofthis Realme, and 
to appointe the fonne of Adrian Stokes, 
then a meane fervinge man of the Duke 
of Suff.to be Kinge and governour over 
this noble Realme of Englande? The incé- 
venience wherof, as allo of the like thar 
might have followed of the pretenfed ma- 
riage of Maiftre Keyes the late fergeante 
Porter,I referre to the grave confideratiés 
and iudgemérs of the honorable and wor- 
fhipfull ofthis Realme. Some paradventure 
will faie,that kinge Henrie the eight mente 
by his willto difpole the crowne vnto the 
heires of the bodie of the faide Laide Fran- 
ces by the faide Duke lawfullie begotten: 


And notvnto the heires by any other per- 
P on 
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fon to be begotten , Wiche meaninge al- 
thowghe yt myght verie hardlie be gathe- 
red vpon the hte fuppofedwill, yet can 
not the (ame be with owte as greate incoue- 
niéces as the other.For yf the crowne thoul 
de nowe remainevnto the heires of the bo- 
die of the {aide Ladic Fraunces, by the (aide 
Duke begerten: then fhoulde yt remaine 
vato two dawghrers iorntelie, they bothe 
beynge termed and certainlie accopted in 
Jawe but onc heire.And by that meanes the 
{late and governement of thys Realme 
fhoulde be changed from the auncient Mo- 
narchie,vnto the governemente of manie, 
For the title ofthe Ladie Fraunces beynge 
bywaye of remainder, wich ys compted in 
lawea ioynt purchafe,dothe make allthe 
iflue female inheritablealyke, and can not 
foc accordinge tothe aunciente laweof a 
difcenteto the crowne. Wich ys that the 
crowne by difcéte mufte goe to the eldefte 
dawghter onlye , as ys afore (aide. For 
greate differéces bein lawe, where one co- 
meth to any title by difcente, and whereas 
a purchafler. Andalfo yf the oneot thofe 
iflewe female dye, thé were her heirein the 
title, as afeverall tenante in taile. And (o 
there fhoulde followe,that fo many dawgh- 


ters 
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ters fo manie generall governours , and fo 
myghr theire iflewe beynge heyres females 
make the governemét growe infinit, which 
thinge was mofte farre from the meaninge 

of the makers of the faide parliamente. 
What yf,the faide Kynge had by hys lafte 
will difpofed thys realme in totwo or three 
parces,dévidinge the governemente therof 
to three perfons, to rule as feverall kynges? 
As for exemple, wales vnto one,the northe 
artes vnto an other,the Sowthe partes vn- 
to the thyrde,and by that meanes had mife- 
rablieréce this realme in to partes. Had this 
ben accordinge to the intéte and neaninge 
ofthe {aide actes of parliament? or had yt 
benea good ad (ufficiét limitation in lawe? 
No verelie, I thyncke no man of any reafo- 
nable vnderftandynge will fo faye. And no 
more can he eyther faye of thyncke of the 
remainder limited vnto the heires of the 
bodie of the {aide Ladie Fraces, by the faide 
fappofed will. Nowe to complete and fini- 
the this our treatife ro wchinge the eee 
of Scotlandes title to the fucceflion o the 
troyne,as we have done, fo lett vs frelie and 
liberallie gratice the aduerfaries that which 
ys not trewe: thatys,that the fayde fuppofed 
yvill vvas figned vyvith the kinges ovvne 
P ij hand 
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hade: Lett the heires of the Ladye Fraunces 
come forthe in godes name,& laye forthe 
to the worlde theire demaunde and (uppo- 
fed right,againfte the tayde Quene of Scot- 
landes intercfte. The Quene on the other 
fide, to fortefie and ftrengthen her claime 
layethe forthe to the open fight of all the 
worlde,heriufte utle and intereft figned ad 
alwaycsa fore this time allowed,not onlye 
as vvith the feales, but vvith the othes alfo, 
of all the kinges that ever were inEnglade, 
taken at the time of theire coronation for 
the continuance of the lawes of this noble 
realme of Englande, Signed and allowed I 
faye,almofte of all the vvorlde befides:Yea 
figned with God ad nature theire owne fin- 
gets. Herrightys as open, and as cleare,as 
the bright fonne. Nowe to darken and fha- 
dowe this glorious light, What do the heires 
of the {aide Ladye Frances or others bringe 
forthe to grownde theire iufte claime and 
demaunde vpon?When all ys done,they are 
faine to rine and catche holde vpon Kinge 
Hérie the eightes written vvill,figned with 
his owne hade, Well letthem rake as good 
hand fafte theron, as they can: Buyer lett 
thé fhewe to the faide Quene the {aide ori- 
ginall wvill. ¥t ys vvell knowen, that they

cannot. Yer letc them at leafte laye forthe 
fome authenticall recorde of the fame. Ye 
ys alfo notorious they can not. Yf then

other.Fog yt maye well be doubted,thovgh 
the faide fecorde might beare {ufficient 
creditt amionge the fubiectes of this Real- 
ine, Wethet yt maye beare the fame agaifte 
one that ys no fubiecte.

Jawe of goucrnemée bindeth our kinges to 
the havinge and followinge of thys lawe,as 
we have faide,vnleflc to ommtt other rhinges, 
ye Wolde bynde our kynges allo, to receaus 
the deuteronomie,at the had: s of the levitt- 
calltribe, as that ye faie that God gave herea 
Juwe tothe Lewes, to make, orchotea kige, 
and lo cOlequentlie all your illatids owre of 
thys place feame to be of {mail force . Forro 
faic the trewthe,as god neither gaue thé this, 
oranye other lavve,for chofenge of a kinge, 
nor did bidde,or will them to chofea kinge: 
fo did the people mofte grevoulelie offende 
God in demandingeakinge. For (thowghe 
by the Iudgeméte of Ariftotle ad other Phi- 
lotophers)a Monarchie wel ad orderlie vied, 
ys the befte kinde of all otherreg mentes 
(which God dothealfo well hke) yet wolde 
he have no fuche magiftrate amonge the 
Iewes. Buras he chole them for his proper, 
peculier and telete pcople, and ruledthem 
alwellin the deferte,as in ludga,by a feverall 
peculier,ad diftinéte order ad governemére 
from other natids,and afrer{uche wéderfull 
and miraculoufe forte,as the like was never 
harde ot inanye regimére befides: fo wolde

and openlie teftitiethe. Nen te(snqust) rerecerist, 
Jed mene regnem fuper eos. And the people af- 
terwatdes acknowledged theire fault. U¢d- 
didimus visruerfis peccatis noftris malum , ut petes 
remus nobis regem,God therefore did not bidd 
them,or will them to chofea kige, but fote- 
knovvenge longe before by hys eternall 
forefight, what they vvolde do, (thovvghe 
contraryeto hys blefled wvill and pleafure) 
did in ye in other matters, beare vvithe 
theire vvekenes,and condifcended ynto the 
fame.And foretolde them in this fayde,17. 
chapter,that in cafe they vvolde nedes haue 
a king¢,of what kinde ad forte he fholde be.

whom,er.Which wordes makinge forthe 
illuftration of this place, ye have omitted, 
Wherefore, as this place fervethe nothinge, 
for anyablolute electié of a kinge,the which 
you feame efpeciallic to regarde ad grownde 
your elf vp6,fo dothe yt(as we have thewed, 
as litle relieve you, to prove thereby your 
conclufions,efpeciallic againfte the ordina- 
rie fucceflion, either of a ftrager,or ofa wo- 
man,that ye wolde gather and céclude, owte 
ofthe lame.
